Only houra before they returned to Earth, A 
Soviet space doctor, Dr. Arkady Yeryomin, said dur¬ 
ing an interview on Moacow televisicm that *‘accord- 
ing to information received frpm the station there 
have been no significant changes in the health of 
the cosmonauts.” 

However, he said “there ai^ tome small 
symptoms of fatigue, but this is patural since the 
task was extensive and the flight hgs been long.”

8<xna mercury ia absorbed 
by the akin, but hpw much ia a 
question, when the creams 
contain from 1 to 3 per cent 
to start with. 

Ammoniatod mercury has 
been used for ages in oUii- 
menti without any harm 
being reported. But since we 
evidently are getting mercury 
from other sources, toe ques¬ 
tion Is whether the small 
amounts added from hand 
creama impliea adding up to 
dangerous toiala. 

My preMnt feeling la that 
such medicated creams or 
ointment*-.might beat be used 
only when iirescribed tor

eonditions. For general use. 
there are hand creama that 
do not contain mercury.

Net quite as dearful of the outcome to the 
^'family of nationa” ta the Cormnonwealth 
secreUiy<iileneral Arnold Smith. He supports 
Britain’a entry but only on the basis that the 
Common Market may become outward looking and 
expansive, particularly in relationship to develop¬ 
ing coihTtries in the Commonwealth. 

**Ii will depend on attitudes as well as other 
questions,” h« » quoted as saying in a Canadian 
Press difpatch/ from London. ^Britain’s co¬ 
operation, with Europe la not necessarily incom¬ 
patible with a meeftingful Commonwealth any¬ 
more than Canada^ relations wHh the United 
States are detrimental to Canada’s relations with 
the Commonwealth.” 

These are carefully-spoken words, and there is 
no doubt the former Canadian dtplomat smells 
harm In the trade winds. Traditional markets in 
^pardv Include those of agriculture in which New 
7/ealann is bound». to suffer deeply and must 
diversify the selling of its sheep and dairy piYiducts 
to be hltby Common Market quotas nnd tariffs. 

Not all Commonwealth food’’products will be 


affected by the protection .given European 
agriculture; but new and different continental food 
producU wUl come on the British market which 
couk) have an effect on eating habits. 

It la difficult to Imagine a change In British 
tastes which are as solid in tradition as they are 
plain, but even a minor vacation could have far- 
reaching effects. 

One might well hit the pocketbooks of 
Canadian farmera whoae income was lower last 
year than it has been in more than 10 years. It was 
reported by Statistics Canada last week that net 
farm Income dropped 7.6 per cent to $1,191 million 
in 1970, down nearly one-thiixi fi-om a peak of 
$1,744 million in 1966. 

Their Income could be further reduced thusly: 
British consumers have become accustomed to 
intensively-reared, grain-fed beef; much of the 
grain for beef is supplied by Canada; but on the 
European continent grass-fed meat is preferred; 
and this preference could be adopted by the British 
in Its continental partnership dealings. 

The Canadian position could be affected, too, 
by the intensive pig farming that goes on In the 
Common Market country of Denmark. If the 
Danes .succeed in converting Europe Into a 
continent of pork-eatei's, Canadian feed grain 
exports could drop that much more. 

These may be “small apples" In the 
complexities of Britain Joining the ECM, but they 
do give reason to question the chief negotiator’s 
optimistic claims of nobody in the Commonwealth 
feeling a Common Market pinch. 


Let’s Face It 


W IDER ACCEPTANCE of the fact that the hu¬ 
man race hasn’t progi^essed to a point where 
people need not be protected from themaelvei 
would, rpeqn fewer troubles. Human frailty still 
nemands restrlctlpns. Thli is so even in recreation 
where greater relaxation would be achieved and 
greater would be the enjoyment of pastime 
activities if man’s weaknesses were admitted and 
I’ules that have been laid down were followed. 

Take boating for instance. This is an area of 
re<;r<eation which is probably more crowded than 
any other in this land of scenic waterways. The 
vast number of people who take to the island- 
dotted straits, the rlveni, the lakes, is evidenced by 
booming sales of trailer-carrying craft which head 
fiom backyards to the shores in ever-inersasing 
numbera on the weekends. 

. Great enjoyment is derived from th^ , 

I diversion, but too often there are needled^ 

: accidents which lessen the joy of all in the boating 
, fraternity Whether they are Involved or not. In the 
last year for which figures are available, 1969, 

. there were 287 drownings in boating accidents 
i Canada. 

. In many cases tragedy could have been 

t averted by the use of common sense which might 
be shaiwned somewhat by a study of a folder the 
federal Mlnlsti-y of Transport makes available for 


the asking. It is called Boating Safety Guide and in 
colored illustrations lays down pleasure craft rulea. 

One requiring the provlelon of Ufejacketa for 
all aboard any pleasure boat under any condition 
would seem to be a common senae thing but It Is 
doubtful If it is followed to the letter of the law. 

The jackets must meet government specifics 
tions and It should go without sa 3 dng that a person 
aboard a boat should familiarize himself with It 
before anything else. Boat owners should pay 
particular attention to maintaining the jackets In 
good condition. And, of courae, children should be 
required to wear them at all times. 

But people couit trouble by ignoring the 
lifejacket rules and it would be In their Interest if a 
greater number of prosecutions were pressed for 
\iolations. 

The government guide also offers safe load 
and engine horsepower recommendations for 
various sized boats and for $1 will supjply “capacity 
platee” that can be fastened to the craft which give 
the load limits. Safety tips and many do’s and 
don’ts are provided with the hope that greater 
pleasure will be promoted in boating recreation. 

And althougn the laws governing boating are 
not stressed, they are there and will remain, 
perhaps to be expanded until there is general 
assent that man never will be wise enough tp win 
over the winds and waves.

B.C. Legislation Often Rejected

A mong the powera which 
Prime Miniater Pierre 
Trudeau at the recent con¬ 
stitutional coafarence agreed 
that the central government 
should surrender in the in- 
tareats of federal-provincial 
herniony and national unity 
waa one of apeclel hiatorioel 
interest to Britiah Columbia 
That ia the right 0# the 
Governor General in Council 
to diiallow enectnienta of a 
provincial legialature. 

Withouh detailed reaearch 
one auapecta that British 
Columbia ia tha provinea 
against which disallowance 
waa moat frequently exer¬ 
cised. As the few aurvivora of 
a generation now almost 
extinct may remember, dis¬ 
allowance during the days of 
the McBride edminiatratinn 
and one or two earlier ones 
waa ahnnat an annual avent. 
it it it 

Times have changed. The 
legislation which Ottawa gov¬ 
ernments at the bidding of 
the Colonial Office rejected 
waa a long aeriea of billa 
aimed at curbing the Intru- 
■ion of Orlentala — Chinese, 
Japanese and East Indiana — 
into the labor market, the 
production oMwit and vege¬ 
tables and^lMT forest end 
mining industries. Oocldentel 
trade unfoniata and farmers 
in particular sought by every 
conoeivablf means to limit 
tha competitibn of these un¬ 
wanted Orientals who worked 
for lower wages and aold 
their produce at lower prices 
then the ao-called white men 
considered tolerable. 

Shrewd political leaders 
harassed by thia public 
clamor enacted meaauree pa^ 
hlbiting Oiientala from own¬ 
ing land, from obtaining trade 
licences and other privileges 
without which mining, lum¬ 
bering and farming and fish¬ 
ing oould not be legally 
conducted. And aa fast aa the 
legialature enacted these 
meaaurea, the governor gen¬ 
eral disallowed them. 

if it it 

What moved tha Ottawa 
government waa tha protest 
of Britain’s far east military 
ally, Japan. Tha Japanaaa 
government objected that a 
country under the aegia of tha 
Britiah crown should laglalata 
■gainat its peopla. The colon¬ 
ial aaoretary wrote to the 
g overnor-general instructing 
him to exercise hia veto, and 
the federal ministers consti¬ 
tuting hia bxoeilency'a ad- 
viaara' dutifully ifiade tha 
desired reoommedatinn. 

Any such action today 
would be unthinkable. The 
great and powerful provincea 
of today have vei-y different 
degrees of authority than thf 
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relatively amail and atrug- 
gling units that huddled to¬ 
gether for protection in 1867. 
Either Ontario or Quebec has 
several times the population 
residing in the whole of 
Canada at the time of Con¬ 
federation, which was in fact 
juat about equal to the 
present population of British 
Columbia. 

It la common ground among 
tha pnlitioally knowledgeahle 
that no Ottawa administration 
would dare today to exercise 
its constitutional power of 
diaaliowance written into the 
original British North Ameri¬ 
ca Act to insure strong 
central government. 


About thiiiy-five years ago 
the last nrder-in-oounoil rtis- 
alipwing a provincial enact¬ 
ment was directed against 
one of the more unsound 
measures adopted by the 
Aberhart Social Credit ad- 
minlatration In Alberta. Moat 
of ita legialation, however, 
that waa considered to be out 
of lint waa disposed of by 
court rulings of ultra vires. 
And that ia today tha only 
way any government la likely 
to try to interfere with 
provincial enactments. 

What Mr. Trudeau proposed 
to nurrender in abandoning 
the right of disallowance waa 
tharefora nothing of value 
under present-day oondltiona.

Military Rulers 
Give Indonesia 
Chance To Decide

Indonesia's all-important but fragile program of 
modernization and economic development reaches a 
watershed Saturday when the country’s 57 million voters go 
to the polls for the first time in 16 years. 

Because the military-backed Suharto government and its 
election allies have made economic progress almost the only 
reapectaible issue, the voting will provide a rou#i measure of 
popular approval of tlie effort by generals and technocrats to 
develop this Soudieasit Asian archipelago (ram the ahambiaa 
left by former president Sukarno. 

In addition, the makeup of the new parliament being 
elected will determine how much manoeuvring and 
eonolliating the government of President Suharto, whose term 
runs until 1973, must accept to carry through its program.

More Important than these in the long run la whether 
Indonesia can evolve a more workable system of political 
parties, attuned to the nadonal Interest, able to contribute to 
modernizing the country and offering a constructive civilian 
alternative to indefinite military Involvement in government. 

The election and the settling out afterward will tell 
wheher Indonesia is to have a new political structure to 
match the eoonomie nutroh forward directed by the army. 

Religious and communal issues have been at the heart of 
Indonesian politics in tha past, and parties have been formed 
largely on reUginua tines, 'Hie proliferation of squabbling 
sectarian groups has caused many Indmiesians to lose faith in 
the established parties. 

Suharto and his military colleagues are in a strong 
position to capitalize on such Teelings with a formidable 
election vehicle — (he joint seeretarlat of functional graupa 
commonly called Golkar.

Golkar la no ordinary political party. It la a collection of 
more than 200 aseoolattona and mase orgenizatkins apanrdng 
most of Indonesian society. Teachers' groups, pedicah 
ditvers’ unions and peaaam orgaizaiinns all fmd Itiemaelvea 
In Golkar, their memliers expected to help get out the vote. 

In Saturday’s election, it is Golkar against the field of 
nine politieal parties. Its slogan Is ’’development before 
Ideology,” and Golkar backers can point to new bridges end 
roads, factories and mlnea, aa well as the 6287 In cash given 
by the government to each village for its own Improvements. 

For ell their apparent advantages, Golkar leaders ere 
running scared. Th^ know toat the traditional parties, 
particularly the Muslim partiea, have raote deep In the 
villages where Che greet majortty of voters Mve, and tiat 
religious leaders have a strong hold on their followers. 

Anxious to win, Golkar and its backers In regianal 
administrations, in the army and security organizations have 
turned on the preeaure. Appointed village chiefs have been 
persuaded to line-up their people for Golkar. Assaults and 
other violence have been reported. 

Ihe aritfimetic of the Hee^i favora the government. Of 
the 460 seats in the parliamtnt, 100 are to be filled by 
governmental appointmeiu, mninly by military men, who are 
not permitted to take part in the campaign or to vote. 

The remaining 360 seats are being contested by Golkar 
and the nine parties. Bv winning at least 131 of these, Golkar 
WTHjld have e mejoiity,^

tenses,” he argued In a 
Saigon coffee shop late in 

1967.

Kllsberraaid civilians wera 
entirely frosen out of the 
deciaioiKmaking, and that ac¬ 
counted for his attempt to 
reach McNamara on tha 
plane. 

Ironically, it may have been 
this dramatic flight that 
convinced McNamara to have 
the Pentagon papers written 
in the first place. 

Ellsberg said at tha time 
McNamara was shocked by 
what he learned. Soon after¬ 
ward he ordered the huge war 
study prepared and Ellsberg 
was one of those chosen to 
UTite it. 

On hU return to America in 

1968, the Harvard-educated 
war str||BgiBt again helped 
out In government, drawing 
up some Vietnam options for 
Henry Kissinger, President 
Nixon's foreign policy ad¬ 
viser.

But his drift into dovishness 
came quickly from there. His 
voice for change unheard in 
Vietnam, he became actively 
anti-war, writing letters to 
newspapers and contributinr 
to scholarly magazines, He 
finally leaked the 4T-volume 
Pentagon papers to the press. 

Ellsberg is eloquent about 
his growing disenchantment 
with the war. He argues that 
American Involvement has 
been wilful, not accidenUil; 
murderous, not misguided. 

But what gives the most 
poignancy to the making of 
Ellsberg tha dove Is that he 
had much to do in the first 
place with what he despairs 
of now.

HOME CXINSTEBNATION 
The action, expected in top 
sports circTea (or weeks, 
brought early consternation, but 
Ottawa officiala advised: "Don't 
panic — it isn't as restiiotiva as 
it might seem.” 

Government spokesmen said 
nothing In sports contracts or 
sports practice right now is 
automaticaUy wrong. 

In the stilted wording of

A WAV OUT? ^ 

And the courts also must take 
into account "the desirability of 
maintaining a reasonable bal¬ 
ance among the teams or clubs

This, however, does not mean 
that all drafts are automattcally 
liad.

RULER FOR COMPLAINT 
There are three ways in 
which an athlete may complain 
alKHJt his contract or working 
conditions and none of these 
infringe uiton his tight to 
question his contract in court on 
his own hook: 

A player could make com¬ 
plaint to the commissioner. If 
the commissioner felt the com¬ 
plaint justified, he would refer 
the matter, under section 19, to 
ithe couils. In other words, the 
player wouldn't liave alll the 
problems of cari*ying on a court 
case. He might even remain 
anonymous. 

Any six citizens may make a 


complaint, than tha commla* 
sioner must start an inquiry, if 
hla preliminary inquiry baara 
M tha complaint, then he nwy 
order a more wide*rea(^ing 
invaatigation which may or may 
not reach the courts. 

A player may appeal directly 
to Ron Basford, minister-' of 
oonsumer and corporate affairs, 
who could direct the minister to 
open an Inquiry.

Elder also stressed that 
careful studies should be 
made of where the wastes 
would dissipate.

Uieir concluiton, thi^ said, 
was that ttie Jain and Ctoede 
cases iiad been dealt with 
satisfactorily according to tlie 
document up to the time tiiey 
iieuru them, but tliat tlie 
Graff case sliould be revieu'ed 
because some of die evidence 
had not been heard earli^. 

Weaver and Barnett, how¬ 
ever, said Uiey felt changes

Williams read into the 
record a letter supiMirting 
Goede from faculty associ¬ 
ation president (paries Doyle. 
Doyle explained in tiie letter 
that it no way changed liis 
stand on the association boy¬ 
cotting tiie hearings, but he 
had written it as a colleague 
of Gode in the English 
department. 

In it, lie explauied, he was 
head of tlie division 'of 
American and Oimmonwealth 
literature, in which Goede 
taugiit,''but he had never been 
consulted about the applica¬ 
tion for tenure 

Goede was "a good teacher 
and fine lecturer,” he said, 
and studente reacted atrongly 
to Ills teaching. His greatest 
value was his aoeessibility to 
students, Doyle wrote. 

AHhough he lias "at times 
been impatient for change 
and has at times taken a 
definite stand," this has not 
caused greet disruption tt> hie 
colleagues and should not be 
grounds for not granting him 
tenure, Doyle said.

After 50 years New Zealand 
still considers its ayatem one 
of its outstanding and most 
Buoceaafui public health in¬ 
novations, Since the Second 
World War alone more than 
20 countries have adopted the 
New Zealand ayatem or modi¬ 
fied it to meet their own 
requirements. 

SIvirtly after the First 
Woi ld War tJie lyatem of 
Bchool dental nurses was 
introduced aa one In a 
number ot preventive meas¬ 
ures to improve dental health. 

The ayatem still flouriahea 
today and thli year is cele¬ 
brating Its 50th anniversary. 

4«ntal nurses enter 
training soon after leaving 
secondary school. Their 
course lasts two years, and ia 
supervised by qualified dental 
Burgeona and tutor aist^. 

On qualifying, (fintal nurses 
are posted to school denUl 
clinics where each ia raapon* 
Bible for the dental care ol 
about 500 pupils. In fact. In 
many distrlcta children begin 
attending the denUl clinic 
even before they start achool.

have made auoh a fiiredt of growth, 
they’ll have to be thinned aome more. 

Moat of the perennlala look aa if they 
^ could do with a little more food about 
rbw. Like Oaaalua. they have a "lean 
and hungry loQk.V and in batwean spells 
of deckehalr duty, I’ll give them all a 
square meal. 

The uaual method i|.^ aeratoh In a 
little granulated fertlliaer "around the 
roots, and I should potot out that It la 
possible nowadays to buy brand-name 
granulated fertiliaers which have a 
syatemio Inaeetloide added; fhis ii 
taken up by the roots along with the 
fertUlaer, rendering all parts of tha 
plant poisonous to any insects that feed 
upon it. Ihe inaeotleidai effect lasU fbr 
about six weeks.

Some of these fertilizer-insecticide 
rrhxturea have gone one step further; 
they contain also a weed-preventer 
chemical called Trifluran which keeps 
the treated ground free from weeds for 
a full year. 

This scratching and mixing of 
fertilizer compounds into the soil around 
each perennial clump calls for a lot of 
bending, stooping and. kneeling. Flor 
those senior gardeners who find it

I 
hava learned not to use Just any old 
kind of string. If It la too thin ->- 
ordinary groeer*a string ^ it euta into 
toe plant sterna. wMla toe herd, 
■oratohy kinds of twine meke Maty 
abrasions on tha tender aktot of sum 
things aa tomato plants and dabUas.

One of my neighbours aavee her old 
, nylon stookinga and outs them on the 
slant — on the bias, she cells it — to 
make strong ribbons ef soft nylon tor 
tying up her planta, and you oan buy 
excellent plastic tapes called Twlatems 
at the garden shops and centres 
eepeoially made fbr thU purpose. 

There is one Job I WIT get dote, 
ea I've been putting it off gtooe early 
spring. The turf edge to one of our 
biggest flower beds out front has 
become ragged and indented, and long 
overdue for repair. 

A strip of sod about a foot wide will 
be cut out and lifted, and turned back 
to front, thereby presenttog a nioe 
claan, straight edga to the flowtr bed. 
The ragged portion, which will then be 
a foot back Into the lawn, will be filled 
to with a few handfuls of soil and 
seeded with grass seed.

(Coastal Life Saving Trail Offers 
Hike Through Tangled History

NITINAT LAKE .*’lf you 
the willing to risk tired feel, 
Moggy clothing, and {KMgibly a 
aligtiUy re-arranged value 
ayatent* a holiday along the 
Weat Coaat Life Saving Trail 
jaat miidit be foe you. 

IVie 52 mile trail was 
Bimatruoted in IMO in an 
effort to reduce the toll of 
Uvea rsaiiltlng from ship* 
wrecks along tlie*4xtcky, jagg¬ 
ed coastline. ^ 

Korlorn remnants tif tlwae 
ahipa remain along tlie trail, 
inoludinif R one-ton anchor 
from the Skagit, wrecked in 
1S06 on the rooks near Cio- 
ooae. Another reminder is the 
hull of a Haitian freighter 
beached sand, wltere ft 

is exiiuaedita \Mew at low tide, 
also near ClOKioae. 

Access to the life saving 
trafl la either by car to Pori 
ilenfrew at the souUifrn end 
and Bamfield at the northern 
end (H* by boat down Nltinat 
Mice and tpom tliere by foot 
to the abandoned village of 
Clo-oose, located almost mid¬ 
way along the trail. 

Both CU>ooae and the adja¬ 
cent village of Whyac weie 
oiiglnally populated by the 
Nitinat Indians. In 1964, liow- 
ever, the federal government 
began relocating the (lopula- 
tion of the two villages to 
Nitinat viilage, located at live 
eastern end of Nitinat Lake. 

N<iw the entire Nitinat tribe 
ja centred in the village, with 
the exception of two families 
who move back to Whyac 
each summer and work feny- 
Ing hikers across the Nitinat 
Gap. 

Both settlements are still 
Wery much In evidence — 
overgrofwn ftowerbeds, and 
bouses with gaping doors and 
glassless windows greet the 
biker. Nearby caves similarly 
attest to the Indian civiliza¬ 
tion. These caves were used 


as burial grounds for tlie 
tribe, and relics cun still be 
"found. 

Different industries tried Ui 
fStabUah a foothold at Clo« 
ouse, including a salmon 
cannery on Nitinat Lake. All 
failed end now the only 
income for the scattered 
villagers who remain is the< 
nominal 92 or 93 fee tliey 
charge for ferrying hikers 
across the NiUnat Gap, a 
narrow s tV e t c h of water 
formed where the ocean 


meets Nitinat Lake, which 
stretches Inland 14 miles. 

The gap is one of several 
spots along the trail where 
tlie hiker must rely on 
assistance, altlsHigh twe of 
these — the Klanawa and 
Walbran Rivers — can be 
waded across at low tide. 

The trail is the ^posed 
third part of the recently 
established federal Paoifie 
Rim Park, which Included the 
Effringham Islands end the 
Long Beach area l)etween

heavy burden to the taxpayer. 


that curtailment of capital 
works programs and other 
aervicas to property result. 
Also, the growing cost of 
taxes is' discouraging the 
upgrading of^older homes and 
redevtfU>{mient of conruneroial 
areas. This, the mayor said, 
is a natiunal problem, going 
beyond provincial boundaries.

Soviet apace doctor, Dr. Arkady Yeryomin, aaldidur- 
ing an interview on Moacow televialon that **accord- 
ing to information received from the atatlon there 
have been no significant changes in the health of 
the (NMmonauta." ^

task was extensive and the flight has been long.”

Saanieh aohool board hai a 
iwlloy on ita. booki whleh 
allowt' tny^ adult to return to 
school Bt any time without 
paying more than regular 
book rental and other itudent 
feea — a policy whleh Oreater 
Victoria achool board offlolali 
have Raid they are moving 
toward. 

The pelioy eangi to' light 
Monday night aa" tHiatoea 
disouased a propoeed amend* 
ment to It, which would call 
for a regular fee to be paid U 
a student wai taking eourset 
other than customary high 
school graduation aubjeeta. 

The amendment bofged 
down in a prooedural wrangla 
and waa tent to the edueetlon 
committee for a report 

Trustee Zachary Hamilton 
had propoied the policy 
change, aa he reaffirmed hla 
belief that all reaidents are 
entitled to receive their edu* 
cation whenever they .yviah. 

"If a student drops out of 
schools and later finds liis 
lack of education a handicap, 
he shouldn’t be iienallzed for 
the rest of his life fur tliat 
earlier decision," said Hemil* 
ton. 

At the same time, he said, 
Ihe preaent wide-open policy 
IHils the board In direct 
comijelltlon with ita own liigtu 
■chool program, so the sug* 
gestion was being made that 
Btudenta who want to take 
non>curricular courses should 
pay the same fees they would 
pay at night school. 

District superintendent Gbry 
Kolob, oontradlotinf augges- 
tkma ttiat the schooU could 
become overrun with adult 
students to the exclusion ot 
children, laid not one adult 
enrolment had taken pU4ie 
since 1968. /
